It is an honor to have been chosen to 
design the Charles and Ray Eames stamp 
pane. My father, designer and architect 
Eliot Noyes, was a colleague and good 
friend of the Eameses. Like Charles and 
Ray, who were creative partners as well 

as husband and wife, my father believed 
that modern design is not so much a fixed 
style as it is an approach to life, that well- 
designed things can bring joy and delight 
into mundane living. 

Although they are best known for 
their furniture, Charles and Ray set trends 
and made innovations in many other 
areas, including architecture, children’s 
toys, fabric design, and short films. During 
their remarkable 50-year career together, 
they introduced the American public to 
new and less expensive materials, like 
fiberglass and plastic, and created some of 
the most memorable - and always useful 
~ designs of the 20th century. 

In designing a stamp pane celebrating 
the work of Charles and Ray Eames, my 
challenge was to capture in 16 images 
the full spectrum of their inspired and 
wide-ranging body of work. | have tried 
to break free from the standard stamp 
pane template and to create - in the 
Eameses's spirit - a modern, aesthetically 
balanced sheet of stamps that evokes 
the fresh and playful character of the 
Eameses's philosophy and work. My idea 
was to balance images of furniture with 
film, line drawings with photographs, and 
color and typography with just the right 
amount of serendipity. The solution is 
colorful and graphic. It pairs images of just 
a few of the hundreds of items and ideas 
that the Eameses developed with simple, 
elegant typography and just the right 
amount of white space. 

Charles and Ray Eames were 
champions of the modern design cause, 
and their work continues to attract new 
fans. It is as fresh and inspired today as 
it was when they first created it. It is a 
pleasure to help celebrate their remarkable 
contribution to American design.
